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FURNITURE-MAKER AID BY REP. FORD REVEALED

Rep. Gerald R. Ford's office intervened with the 
General Services Administration to capture a big chunk of 
government business for a furniture manufacturer in Ford's 
Michigan congressional district . 

Docvunents obtained by The Daily News reveal 
that Ford's Washington office made direct contacts with 
the GSA to help the company, Steelcase Inc. of Grand Rapids, 
win its first major government contract in 1971. 

The documents also show that Ford recommended 
in 1971 that the GSA appoint Joseph Lawless as head of the 
agency's vital furniture standards section, which sets 
specifications used by the government to buy furniture. 

After the Lawless appointment in August of that 
year, then-GSA administrator Robert L. Kunzig wrote Ford 
"just a note to let you know Lawless whom you recommended 
to us has been promoted" in the standards job. 

Lawless then apparently worked directly with 
Steelcase to set furniture specifications that virtually 
assured the company substantial government business in 
contemporary office furniture. 

Since then, GSA records indicate^ Steelcase has 
become one of the government's leading suppliers of office 
furniture . 


Ford acknowledged that he recommended Lav/less , 
who is the brother of a Grand Rapids Catholic priest, for 
promotion. 


"He was a career employee of GSA and fully 
qualified for his promotion," Ford said through his press 
secretary, Paul A. Miltich.

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Miltich said the congressman was unaware that 
his former administrative assistant Frank Meyer, now 
deceased, had contacted GSA in 1971 on behalf of Steelcase, 
and said any questions about standards would have to be 
posed to Lawless or the GSA. 

"This is all he (Ford) is going to say on the 
matter," Miltich said. 

Lawless said, "I assure you that no matter what 
it looks like, I have never used my position and Gerald 
Ford has never used his influence to favor Steelcase in 
any way . " 


Most of the Steelcase business has been handled 
through Commercial Office Furniture Co., 2820 Bladensburg 
Rd. N.W. , Washington, D. C., which represents the company 
exclusively with the government but often refers some of 
the business to Steelcase dealers in other parts of the 
country . 


Although GSA records are sketchy on the total 
business done with Commercial , the president of the dealership , 
Homer Lay, acknowledged that it is "at least $100,000 a 
month and then some." 

Commercial Office's first major government 
contract to supply Steelcase furniture for Internal Revenue 
Service offices in Fresno, Calif., was negotiated just 
after Lawless assumed his new job. 

GSA records obtained by The Daily News show that 
Meyer, Ford's administrative aide, called a GSA official during 
the negotiations to inquire how Steelcase was progressing . 

A GSA intraoffice memo dated Aug. 19 and signed 
by William W. Thybony, special assistant to the assistant 
commissioner for procurement, said; 



"I explained to Mr. Meyer that this was a 
negotiated procurement and that we would be unable to 
disclose any information on it prior to actual making (of) 
awards.... In any event, I will contact Congressman Ford's 
office after awards are made." 
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Two weeks before that, Thybony's supervisor, L. E. 
Spangler, deputy commissioner in the GSA's Federal Supply 
Service, had invited Steelcase to try for the contract "In 
view of the interest of Congressman Gerald R. Ford of 
Michigan in your company participating...." 

Spangler used those words in a letter to Kenneth T. 
Morrison, who was then in charge of Steelcase *s institutional 
sales and who later became vice president of Commercial Office 
Furniture . 


"Solicitations for other IRS projects as v/ell as 
requii'ements for Health, Education and Vfelfare, Department 
of Labor and Office of Economic Opportxinity activities at 
Chicago, Illinois, will be issued in the near future and you 
will receive copies promptly," the Spangler letter continued. 

"I certainly hope that your firm will submit a 
responsive offer to this and other forthcoming solicitations...." 

The letter to Morrison was written Aug. 5, 1971, 
just a week before the deadline on solicitations . 

Steelcase, through Commercial Office Furniture, 
initially was awarded a contract for $93,000 to supply 1,090 
desks and 490 L-shaped dividers to the IRS in Fresno. 

The Daily News investigation disclosed, however, 
that the contract was increased to include an additional 715 
desks and 233 L units. 

The monetary value of the contract thus soared a 
whopping 80 per cent to $170,124, despite the fact that the 
GSil normally doesn't permit increases of more than 25 per cent. 

Steelcase also sold more than $16,000 worth of 
furniture without competitive bidding to the Navy Supply 
Corps School in Athens, Ga., to fit into an office configuration 
designed by Lawless. 

Lawless acknowledged to The Daily News that the 
configuration was designed specifically for Steelcase 
furniture and i-ecords show that Lawless signed a GSA waiver 
allowing the Navy to purchase the furniture from Steelcase 
instead of following set GSA procedures. 
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After Lawless had been in the job a year, Steelcase 
executive Charles M. Coulson lavishly praised Lawless in a 
letter to M. Shy Maaker, conunissioner of the GSA's Federal 
Supply Service (FSS) . 

"I would like to comment on the commendatory 
efforts of Mr. Joe Lawless," the Coulson letter began. 

"Through the efforts of Mr. Lawless and his staff 
we feel the federal government will be in a position to 
supply its employees with work environment which will surpass 
both esthetically and functionally anything they have 
heretofore known . " 

Three Top Steelcase executives told The Daily 
News they have never asked Ford to intervene on their behalf 
and that the amount of business the company does with the 
government is minor compared with its total sales. 

The executives were Walter D. Idema, Chairman of 
the Board; David D. Hunting, Sr., Vice Chairman, and Fred A. 
Bell , national sales manager . 

Ford has no known financial interest in either 
Steelcase or Commercial .

The Director of the FBI strongly disapproves 
of the procedure of expanding the access to these l]‘ 

reports for the reasons outlined in my letters to you 
on the subject, dated October 25 and November 1, 1973. 
Although I share his views, I have acquiesced in your 
request only because of my. concern that the confirmation 
hearings of Mr. Ford would be unduly delayed. Such 
delay would have been aggravated by the suggestion that 
you would subpoena the reports unless the Department of 
Justice made them available in the manner outlined in 
your letter. 

, The extraordinary procedure we are following in 
this case should not be considered a precedent for the 
future. The widespread dissemination of FBI investiga- 
tive reports, containing unevaluated data and hearsay, 
carries too much potential for injury to the reputations 
'';oj 5 innocent persons and damage to the ability of the FBI 
to obtain candid assessments to become standard practice . 

We were pleased with the cooperation of the Senate 
Committee on Rules and Administration that made it possible 
to limit access to the raw reports to the Chairman, Senator 
Howard W. Cannon, and to the ranking Republican member. 
Senator Marlow W. Cook. That procedure seems to us to 
accommodate the interests of all parties in the proper 
manner. 

I have made arrangements to make the investigative 
reports concerning Mr. Ford available in their en^tirety

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to you and the designated Committee members upon 
reasonable notice. 

The reports will be in the custody of an official 
■of the Department of Justice, who will be accompanied 
by an FBI representative familiar with them in a position 
to assist the Committee members in their review. None of 
the materials will be left with a Committee member but 
will be returned to the Department- of Justice after each 
review session.

Microphone surveillances were 
in place, however, in Mr. Black's room from February 7 
to April 25, 1963, During the absence of Mr. Black 
and at a time when there were no vacancies, the hotel 
allowed Mr. Blaik to occupy Mr. Black's room and the 
conversations during that period were also recorded. 

The tapes involved were erased very shortly after 
they were transcribed in 1963, as was the practice of 
the FBI until Title III of The Omnibus Crime Control and 
Safe Streets Act became effective. "Summary airtels" of 
these tapes were forwarded to FBI Headquarters by the 
Bureau’s Washington Field Office. These are documents 
prepared by the agents involved, which summarize the 
lengthy periods involved, excerpting relevant conversa- 
tions in as close to verbatim form as possible. 

There are 23 summary airtels involving Mr, Blaik, 
Since these reflect microphone surveillances rather than 
telephone taps, only one party to telephone conversations 
IS overheard.

Washington -- If there is a cloud over the nomination 
of Rep. GERALD R, FORD of Michigan as Vice President of the 
United States, it arose from a conversation in Springfield, 
Illinois last February 12, 1973 between a Senate Aide and 
an official of one of the dairy industry's prolific political 
fund-raising organizations. 


There are at least three accounts of the conversation, 
and two of them could be damaging to FORD if proven true. 

The Senate aide, JOHN CHILDERS, a legislative assistant 
to Senator CHARLES PERCY of Illinois, says that the dairy official 
told him that day that "two people associated with the dairy 
industry in Illinois had been in Washington" shortly before their 
conversation " to bring money to Congressman FORD for distributipn 
to other Congressmen in connection with the 1973 farm bill." 
CHILDERS has told GANNETT News Service that this is the substance 
of what he has reported to the Senate Rules Committee, now con- 
sidering ford's nomination. 


The dairy official, DALE SCHAUFELBERGER of Greenville, 
Illinois, says he did talk to CHILDERS during a meeting that 
day of Percy's farm advisory committee. But he emphatically 
denies that they talked about contributions being sent to FORD 
or through FORD to other congressmen, or anything like that. 

"I did not tell JOHN CHILDERS that. That shocks my 
imagination," SCHAUFELBERGER told Gannett News Service. 


-- Finally, some of CHILDERS' friends say that he gave 
more detailed accounts of the conversation to them privately, 
shortly after the Springfield meeting. 

Although this is hearsay and third -hand, it is note- 
V7orthy that several sources independently remember hearing the 
same details from CHILDERS some months ago, when his memory v'as 
fresh end he wasn't faced v/ith the pressure of confronting a 
Vice Presidential nominee, as he now is. CHILDERS has declined 
to discuss the incident further with GANNER’T reporters. 




^ One soinRe, remembers CHILDERS sayfli|' that 

SCHAUFELBERGER was complaining that the dairy fund-raising 
groups v7Gre being "squeezed" by FORD to contribute, in 
exchange for FORD' s assistance in pushing the increase in 
federal milk price supports sought by the dairymen: 

"CHILDERS said SCHAUFELBERGER told him FORD had called 
and said he (FORD) needed $15,000-- it vrasn't for him but 
for "friends in trouble".

Another source recalls CHILDExRS' account of the conver- 
sation this way: "There were a couple of guys associated with 
Percy's farm advisory committee v7ho apparently were supposed to 
collect some money and they were mad about it, and FORD was the 
guy v7ho was supposed to receive, it." 

Another source quotes CHILDERS as saying, "the millc 
producers got squeezed by JERRY FORD in V/ashington. " 

Several sources recall CHILDERS saying that he heard 
that FORD vranted the money"for friends in trouble." 

FORD has steadfastly denied any w^rongdoing, first to 
Gannett News Service, then, under oath, at his Senate 
Confirmation hearings before the Rules Committee Thursday. 

FOl^ says he did agree to supply the dairy groups 
V7ith the names of Republican congressmen who needed contributions 
to pay off campaign debts from 1972. And he says he did meet 
with dairy group officials -- the meeting was late in January 
or early February -- and the dairy officials offered to let 
FORD deliver about $15,000 in checks to some of the Republican 
congressmen FORD had recommended. 

But FORD says he told them to deliver the checks 
themselves. He told Gannett Nev7S service through a spokesman 
that he"nGver touched a cent" of illicit contributions from the 
dairy groups.

And that is what happened, according to CALKINS, COLLIER, 
the congressmen who received the $15,000, and the dairymen 
who delivered it. There are, however, some inconsistencies 
in the details of these accounts. 

COLLIER, for example, said he doesn't represent the 
dairymen. He served as the go-between because of his long 
friendsiiip with FORD, he said. He is an ex-FBI agent and 
a former chief counsel on the House Judiciary Committee. 

The principal figure in the story from the dairy grouos 
is GARY E. HANH.'^, an official of Mid-America Dairymen Inc., 
a midwest cooperative, as v/ell as the chairman of its political '

P resident of the ! ika rtro n„Cor porati on , Reed City, Michigan. 
There is no branSn'ibf the' in Reed City, Michigan, 
This bank is located in Grand Rapids, Michigan, and Ford was 
formerly a member of its Board of Directors for a short time. 
When interviewed, Rautiola advised his firm, which produces 
electronic equipment chiefly for motor vehicles, receives 
approximately $500,000 each year from Government contracts.

Gary E. Hanman advised that in late 1971, and 
again in January, 1973, as a representative of dairy interests, 
he contacted Ford for the purpose of obtaining the names 
of political candidates who needed financial assistance. 

He said in March, 1973, he advised Ford that checks had 
been sent to certain candidates, but Ford did not handle 
these contributions. He stated his dealings with Ford 
have been open and honest. Hanman mentioned that his 
organization contributed $5,000 to Ford's reelection 
efforts prior to April 7, 1972, before it was required that 
campaign contributors and recipients make disclosures. 

Peter Behr advised he possesses no information 
in addition to that set forth in his news article 
mentioning Ford, and he declined to reveal the source of 
his information. 

Former United States Representative Walter S . 

Baring (Dem.), who was a candidate for reelection in 
1972 and was defeated in the primary election, advised 
he has never raised any funds for or on behalf of Ford. 

He said his campaign chairman sought Ford's assistance 
in obtaining funds to pay expenses incurred following 
his 1972 defeat. Baring advised he received no personal 
contributions from Ford, but believes two payments of 
$2,500 each were received by his campaign committee 
through Ford's efforts. He said he does not personally 
know the source of these payments.
